Mikoyan’s 
visit to the U.S. earlier 
this year. Now, as Mr. Ni- 
kita Khrushchev makes 
his way to Washington on 
his historic and momen- 
tous visit, he too, has his 
satellite. He i¢ accompa- | 

ied. as it were, by Lunik 
$1 which was directed by 
Soviet scientists on its lu- 
mar journey. The rocket 
struck its target punctually 
last night, the signals stop- 
ped, and man had made his 
first contact with any of 
the heavenly bodies... This 
mew achievement may be 
better calculated to fire the 
imagination of the layman 
than the envy of the scien- 
tist. vet it will remain as a 
landmark in technolegy. 


An authoritarian State 
makes the decisions for its 

ople. When a democracy 
io to formulate a major 
decision or engineer a 
shift in foreign policy, it 
has to win the approval of 
the greater mass of the 
people of the country. In 
order to do so it has to 
make public facts which 
mieht. from the point of 
view of adroit diplomacy, 
have been ‘best kept con- 
cealed. It sometimes has to 
engage in dangerous means 
to achieve, safety. Thus, 
for example, to persuade 
the public of the need 
for vast expenditures on 
weapons for a well-se- 
cured deterrent policy, it 
may have to allow fears to 
penetrate generally that 
could otherwise be kept 
concealed. Once such a pro- 


cess begins the citizens 
are vsychologically pre- 
pared to be oversensitive 
to the apparent achiev- 


ments of the nation’s pre- 
sumed foes. 

This oversensitivity can 
lead to a process of sap- 
ping of national morale, if 
the people who are the 
objects of the deterrents 
know how to play. upon 
them. That is what the 
Russians attempted to do 
with the Sputnik. They 
are now choosing the 
psychological moment to 
overwhelm the American 
public with an exaggerated 
impression of Russian 
scientific attainment, at 
the time when their leader 


is to have momentous 
talks with the American 
President. 


This special timing ol 
one spectacular demonstra- 
tion of scientific attain- 
ment, however, is little 
guide to the true progress 
or attainment of the U.S.- 
SR. The fact thar they 
have apparently done so 
well with Lunik IT does not 
necessarily mean that they 
have an overwhelming su- 
periority in weapons or of- 
fensive or deterrent power. 
Science does not work that 


way, and in any case there | 
is only limited relationship | 


between the ability to place 

rocket on the moon, or 
in its orbit, or into space 
beyond it and military po- 
tential. It is only in the 
minds of science fiction 
writers that one can visu- 
alize the moon being used 
as a base to bomb a spe- 
cific target on the earth.
